Enemy Buildup in Laos 
Pounded bv U. S. Planes 


SAIGON (AP) - About 400 
U.S. bombers p ounded southern 
Laos and the northwest corner 
of South Vietnam Saturday in 
around-tlK-clock raids aimed at 
an ominous enemy buildup of 
men and sup p lies. 
The intensified bombings, cou­ 
p led with statements by Secre­ 
tary of State William P. Rogers 
in Washington fanned sp ecula­ 
tion there that a large South 
Vietnamese ground dtrive into 
Laos was imminent. 


If so. the objective would be 
to sever the Ho Chi Minh trail in 
southern Laos—the jungle-hid­ 
den network (A roads and by ­ 
way s that is Nwth Vietnam’s 
only way to send reinfwccments 
and sup p lies to its soldiers in 
South Vietnam and Cambodia. 


Intelligence rep orts indicate a 
major dry -season buildup by the 
North Vietnamese along the 
trail, notably near the outlets 
leading into the sensitive nwth- 
ern sector of South Vietnam. 
Ap p arently , desp ite the four- 
month-old U.S. aerial camp aign 
by 
B5 2 
Stratfortresses 
and 
smaller fighter-lx Mnbers, the 
North Vietnamese are p ushing 
through sizable numbers of sup ­ 
p ly laden trucks. At least 
enough trucks have arrived to 
alarm allied commanders over 
the threat the buildup p oses to 
the withdrawal of American 
troop s frcwn Vietnam. 
Rogers, at a news conference 
in 
Washington 
Friday 
also 
voiced coiKcrn over the Nix rth 
Vietnamese buildup and its 
threat to the American p ullout. 
So far the major U.S. counter­ 
action has been the sustain^ 
aerial bombing in Laos and in 
the northwest cwner of South 
Vietnam in the Khe Sanh area 
close to the Laotian frontier. 
U.S. B5 2 bombers struck Sat­ 
urday near Khe Sanh fw the 
third successive day and f« r the 
seventh time in the last two 
weeks 
Khe Sanh is a former U.S. 
Marine base where in 1968 the 
Marines withstood a 77-day ar­ 
tillery and mortar siege and 


abaiKloned it shwrtly after the 
siege was lifted. 
In line with the intensification 
of the U.S. bombing camp aign, 
the 7 th Fleet beefed up its strik­ 
ing p ower by stationing two air­ 


craft carriers instead of one in 
the Gulf of Tonkin. 
A third U.S. carrier was being 
held in reserve. The three can

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— The Ap ollo 14 countdown, in­ 
terrup ted momentarily by a re­ 
p ort of p ossible trouble, moved 
smoothly ahead Saturday night 
toward Sunday ’s blastoff of one 
of the most crucial sp ace mis­ 
sions in U.S. annals. 
About 7:30 p .m., EST, the 
sp ace agency signaled p otential 
trouble with an announcement 
that the rollback of the Saturn 5 
service tower would be delay ed 
for several hours for an investi­ 
gation of a p ossible p roblem 
with an insulation p anel p rotect­ 
ing sup ercold fuels in the second 
stage of the Saturn 5 rocket. 
p roblem turned out to be 
a sup erficial scratch on the p an­ 
el, the launch team said. The 
tower was moved back two 
hours late and the nearly flaw­ 
less countdown continued. 
The Ap ollo 14 astronauts have 
much at stake on their voy age. 
If they succeed, the three-man 
crew commanded by the oldest 
of the sp acemen, 47-y ear-oW 
Alan B. Shep ard Jr., could bring 
back fascinating clues to the 
convulsive birth of the moon 
and the solar sy stem nearly five 
billion y ears ago. 
If tb^ fail, as the Ap ollo 13 
crew did when an ox y gen tank 
ex p losion forced them to limp 
home with the lunar module as 
a lifeboat, the remainder of the 
Ap ollo p rogram could be in 
jeop ardy . 
On the eve of the flight, Shep ­ 
ard and his fellow crewmen, 
Edgar D. Mitchell and Stuart A. 
Roosa, relax ed and scheduled a 
visit with their families through 
a glass p artition that has help ed 
isolate them against disease 
germs since Jan. 11. 
A Saturn rocket, unleashing a 
thrust of 7.9 million p ounds, is 
scheduled to lift off the p ad at 
3:23 p .m. EST, hurling the rede­ 
sign^ ^cecraft on the road to 
the jagged highlands of the 
moon 228 ,8 99 miles away . 
A crowd estimated by officials 
at 5 00,000 was ex p ected to line 
the beaches, rivers and road­ 
sides of the (^p e area to watch 
the fie^ Saturn lift off. 
President Nix on will watch on 
television from St. Johns in the 
Virgin Islands, where he is va­ 
cationing. Nearly 4,000 celebri­ 
ties—high U.S. government offi­ 
cials, foreign it^lty , movie 
stars, industrial giants and oth­ 
ers—will feel the shock waves of 
liftoff from VIP sites three 
miles from the p ad. 
If the flight goes as p lanned, 
Ap ollo 14 will go into lunar orbit 
at 2:01 a.m., Feb. 4. After a day

Continue Berlin Blockade 
As Brandt Stresses Ties 


BERLIN (AP) - A virtual 
East German land blodcade of 
Berlin went into its fr urth day 
Saturday , with (^ n c illor Willy 
Brandt defiantly stressing West 
Berlin’s ties to West Germany . 
President Gustav Heinemann, 
one of the West German p oliti­ 
cal figures to whose p resence 
the Communists objected, bring­ 
ing on the autol^hn harass­ 
ment, decided unex p ectedly to 
stay an ex tra day in West Ber­ 
lin. 
He told West German farm 
y outh rep resentatives who met 
with him in his Berlin residence 


that the Communist harassment 
had taken on dimensions that

Focal pmnt of the festiv ity 
will be the two-story , brick bu ild 
ing which hou sed tte legislatu re 
from the winter of 1821 u ntil the 
seat of gov ernment mov ed to 
Jefferson Gty in October 1826 . 
'They had shops on the 
grou nd floor and the Senate and 
Hou se met u pstairs,” said Clar­ 
ence Goellner, a long time St. 
Charles resident who operates a 
print shop across from the 
capitol. 
"The reason they chose St. 
Charles is it wou ld hav e been 
too mu ch trou ble back then for 
the legislators to cross the riv er 
into St. Lou is," he said. 
The capitol bu ilding, bu ilt in 
1817, has its back to what is now 
Main street. The Missou ri Riv er 
flows a few hu ndred y ards to 
the east of the capitol entrance. 
A center arch leads from 
Main Street toward the riv er, to 
the old capitol liv ery stable—con­ 
v erted into pu blic restroom 
facilities. 
On the north end of the bu ild­ 
ing, a gas torch will be lighted 
Friday by Gov . Warren E. 
Heames, and will bu m throu gh­ 
ou t the 150th y ear. 
State 
officials 
chose 
St. 
Chrles for the sesqu icentennial 
celebration becau se it was there, 
in late 1821, that the first legis­ 
latu re was established u nder 
Gov . Alex ander McNair. 
The decision, howev er, was 
made amid cries that St. Lou is 
deserv ed the honor. 
Sen. A. Clifford Jones, R- 
Brentwood, led anti-St. Charles 
forces. 
Jones said the first gov ernor 
was elected in 1820 and the 
Constitu tion was approv ed in 
St. Lou is on Ju ly 19 ,18 20. 


Official statehood, thou gh, did 
not begin u ntil Au g. 10, 1821, 
when Resident James Monroe 
signed the docu ment admitting 
the territory as the 24th state. 
Jones bowed to this point and 
accepted an inv itation to the 
ceremony . “I ju st want to be 
there to chu ckle to my self when 
the state flag raises ov er that 
bu ilding,’' he said.
